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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


_In this first report as superintendent of schools, I would 
be remiss if I did not pay tribute to my predecessor, the school 
board members, the building and other committee members 
who labored so hard and so long to improve the present school 
plants. Civic endeavors all too frequently go unrewarded. 
Yet, if we are to have a better community for our children, 
if we are to equip them with the skills, the knowledge, and the 
attitudes which will asure them an equal chance with other 
children competing for a place in the economic world or a 
place in post-secondary schools, we can never accept the 
point of view that what we have is ‘good enough’. Leaders of 
the community who work to improve and better our facilities 
deserve the highest praise. 


There is a cost to everything anll too often we are unable 
_ to foresee this cost or find those costs which are hidden or 
obscure. Turner pays a high cost for having three plants for 
its student population. To be sure, it is desirable to have these 
divisions or blocks of instruction, but children from extremes 
of the Town are riding too early in the morning and too late 
at night. We have our buses go over the same roads twice 
in order to pick up school children. We pay about $55 per 
student for transportation which is considered high. . . about 
$20 higher than most towns of similar pupil population. It 
may be that the citizens wish to spend even more, but from 
the standpoint of efficiency one might search for another 
answer to the spending of this $7,000 to alleviate this problem. 


With the Town appropriating more than $100,000 for 
schools, it appears quite necessary for the citizens to take a 
good look at the whole educational structure and to study it 
from the viewpoint of what will be the most economical and 
efficient plan. The past is always clouded by loyal and senti- 
mental considerations, and the present by inequities of one 
nature or another; but the future must not be obscured by 
these factors if the youth of your community are to have its 
opportunity to shape is own future and to compete in today’s 


world. 


Taxpayers cannot afford to continue to absorb all the 
costs of running a town in the State of Maine. Notwithstand- 
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ing the problems inherent in school administrative districts, 
its greatest single advantage is its size. By being larger a 
better program of education can be offered for the education 
dollar. No one acquainted with the district would ever de- 
ceive the public by maintaining that it would cost less. Every- 
one should know that more can be offered in courses of study. 
Maine is only trying to catch up with the rest of the country 
in becoming more efficient. For those communities that can 
afford high costs, this is no problem. I’m not sure that Turner 
is in this class. I, therefore, strongly urge a study committee 
to look into the formation of a school administrative district 
again and that committee to permit the Town to decide on the 
course of taken to be taken. (This study committee does not 
need to be voted upon at a Town Meeting.) With legislative 
bills already being discussed, it doesn’t take too much fore- 
sight for one to see that the day will soon be here when it will 
be mandatory and the waiting will have cost the Town its 
right to a leadership role. 


This spring we shall have workshops for teachers to as-_ 
sist them in studying the areas of reading and mathematics. 
This will serve to get us thinking on those ways to teach fun- 
damentals more efficiently, to utilize the tools of teaching to 
better advantage, and to raise the level of competence of each 
student. At the present time some of our teachers are taking 
the foundation course for teaching modern mathematics and 
this will serve to introduce the course with greater confi- 
dence, skill, and better advantage to the student. 


The budget is being presented as a complete whole rather 
than in the manner formerly employed. The basic difference 
is in requesting one sum rather than many smaller sums. It 
will coincide with our bookkeeping system and be easier to 
understand in each area. This is the method of classifying 
accounts so that comparisons can be made with any and all 
towns throughout the state or country. Our budget requests 
are essentially the same in those areas in which stability can 
be maintained. In the areas of teachers salaries, we had to 
make allowances for those increases required by the minimum . 
salary law. In the area of tuition it is necessary that we com- 
pute the legal tuition rate at approximately $500 per student 
and to consider 154 students as the number attending high 
school. 
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It has been most pleasant working in the Town with the 
members of the committees in force, and I anticipate that the 
citizens will be as cooperative.

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


Several improvements on campus made last summer in- 
clude the following: 
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A closet adjoining the small room directly over the head- 
master’s office was done over to provide facilities for a guid- 
ance office. The language room lends itself well to small 
group counseling. 


By making the old library over into an agriculture class- 
room, the entire third floor of the Institute Building has now 
been vacated to comply with the recommendations of the 
State Department of Education. 


A rather extensive re-wiring job was done in Berry Hall 
to accommodate the year around use of the facilities by fam- 
ilies living there. 


ACCREDITATION 


Since last fall, the Leavitt faculty has been working on 
materials which will enable the school to remain on the se- 
lect list of accredited schools in Maine for the next five years. 
On February 16 and 17, a very conscientious group of nine 
Maine educators visited the school and inspected thoroughly 
nearly every phase of its operation. They recommended sev- 
eral changes and commended several other current practices 
of the school. 


Requirements that must be met before accreditation can 
be renewed in July of this year include: more secretarial help 
for both headmaster and guidance director, a required course 
in government for all seniors, and more curriculum coordina- 
tion between Leavitt and the grammar schools who send us 
pupils. It would appear that these requirements could be 
safely met before the deadline arrives.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK and REGISTRAR 


The ninth annual report of the present Town Clerk of 
Turner, covering the calendar year of 1964, is herewith sub- 
mitted. 


The 1963 legislature passed into law a Uniform Commer- 
cial Code for filing chattel mortgages, conditional sales con- 
tracts etc. This code became effective December 31, 1964. It 
requires the holder of a chattel mortgage or a conditional sales 
contract to file it on a uniform commercial form with a filing 
fee of two dollars. If, however, the secured party insists on 
using a form of his own, the filing fee is three dollars. These 
uniform commerical blanks are for sale at most printers’ and 
book stores like Berry Paper Co. in Lewiston and Marks Print- 
ing House in Portland. 


Attention is called to the lowering of the age at which a 
dog must be licensed. All dogs four months of age or older 
as of April 1 are required by law to be licensed on or before 
that date. There is no change in the price of licenses—$1.40 
for a male or spayed female; $5.40 for a female. In licensing a 
spayed female here for the first time, it is necessary to bring 
the spaying certificate. If the dog officer has to collect the 
license fee, an additional charge of $3.00 must be paid. The 
dog officer does not seize or destroy an unlicensed dog, but 
may take the owner to court with the owner paying all extra 
bills involved. 


You may be interested to know that Turner had 1052 reg- 
istered voters at the close of the year 1964. This number is 
constantly changing. New people move into town, while 
former voters may pass on, or change their place of residence. 
Don’t forget that all new citizens who wish to register here 
must appear IN PERSON before the Registrar to fill out 
and sign the official registration card. They may enroll in 
either political party at the same time. A voter may change 
his party affiliation at any time, but he is not entitled to vote 
at a caucus or primary election within six months after fil- 
ing with the Registrar his application for the change. The 
previous party designation is removed from beside his name 
on the voting list, but the new one can not appear for six 
months. However, this regulation does not apply to persons 
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enrolling in Turner for the first time.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Turner: 


I hereby submit my annual report on the activities of 
the Fire Department. In the past year we feel we have made 
progress in our Department. We completed a twelve hour 
training course given by a State Fire Service Instructor on 
various phases of fire fighting. Plus, our own officers gave 
training on the equipment we have. 


We feel that all our regular members who attend our 
monthly meetings, are all capable of operating what equip- 
ment we have efficiently and effectively. As you all well 
know immediate help in a volunteer fire department is some- 
times scarce, therefore, we feel that anyone wanting instruc- 
tions on this equipment is welcome at our regular meetings, 
on the first Wednesday of each month. | 


We purchased 200 feet of a new 2'4 inch hose, last year, 
which gives us about 2500 feet of hose, in service, with our 
2% inch and our 14% inch hose, we have approximately 5000 
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feet, in all. Our equipment is all in good shape and ready to 
go, at any time. We hope to be able to have our 4000 gallon 
tank housed and heated for service, next winter.. This can 
be a great help to us, as in many places, we have little or no 
water to work with. 


Our Department answered 44 calls last year, which five 
were out of town. We had five dwellings and the rest were 
chimney, grass or brush fires. 


We want to thank the citizens in town for their coopera- 
tion in burning brush and trash, by obtaining a permit, as 
the State Law, requires anyone burning out doors on bare 
ground, must obtain a permit. 


I want to express my appreciation to all the citizens and 
Selectmen, for their effort and cooperation in the past year.

Dear Mr. Ricker: 


The following is a brief statement relative to the blister 
rust control program in Turner. 


Blister rust is a tree disease that kills white pines. Fun- 
gus spores, produced on the leaves of currant and gooseberry 
bushes, infect nearby pines through the needles. Practical 
control is simple; remove the currant and gooseberry bushes 
growing near enough to cause the infection. The cost of do- 
ing the work is financed with Town, State and Federal funds. 


Control of the disease has been established on practically 
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all of the pine growing land in Turner. About 24,400 acres 
have been worked to protect more than 10,000 acres of pine. 
The major problem from now on will be one of maintaining 
control on the present areas and to protect new pine stands 
as they develop. 


During 1964 we examined nearly 3,800 acres in Tur- 
ner. Only 19 acres required intensive crew work and about 
2,700 currant and gooseberry bushes were destroyed. We also 
remapped about 250 acres on aerial photographs. The job cost 
$651.41. (Town of Turner, $299.32; State and Federal agen- 
cies, $252.10 not including cost of aerial photos, supplies or 
other incidentals.) 


Work plans for Turner in 1965 consist of giving atten- 
tion to some 5,900 acres which were examined during the 
1933-55 period. It is expected that State and/or Federal funds 
will again be used to supplement Town funds on at least a 
matching basis.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 
90-A, Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the 
financial records of the Town of Turner have been audited 
for the municipal year ended January 31, 1964. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report together 
with the audit procedural form prescribed by the state 
auditor for governmental audits in accordance with statutory 
requirements have been forwarded to the State Department 
of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general 
audit and performed in accordance with standards established 
by the State Department of Audit and by the National Com- 
mittee on Governmental Accounting. Audit analysis was on 
a basis consistent with the preceding year and included all. 
procedures considered necessary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the 
examination, the financial affairs of the Town appear to have 
been appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying 
comments present the result of the financial operations of the 
Town for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF TURNER 
FEBRUARY 1, 1963 TO JANUARY 31, 1964 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Turner has been completed 
for the municipal year ended January 31, 1964. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following comments, exhibits 
and supporting schedules. 


As a result of the examination it was determined that a 
discrepancy of $594.52 existed in the Treasurer’s cash ac- 
count. The Selectmen’s ledger indicated a balance of 
$86,610.75 at the year end, but the actual cash balance proved 
to be $86,016.23. — . 


A detailed examination of the Treasurer’s cash trans- 
actions revealed the discrepancy resulted from the following: 
a check for $353.50 for interest on town notes was issued by 
the Treasurer without benefit of town warrants: an overpay- 
ment of a highway department employee in the amount of 
$46.00: a duplicate payment by the Town Treasurer in the 
amount of $72.72 to himself: failure by the Treasurer to de- 
posit social security deductions of $151.23 for the first quar- 
ter of the calendar year in the Town’s cash account: and net 
errors in writing checks of $8.93. An error in addition on 
Selectmen’s warrant number two also contributed to the 
confusion. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed 
that net departmental balances credited to general fund 
surplus amounted to $3,480.67. Unexpended balances in con- 
tingent, highway and interest accounts were the principal 
factors contributing to net balances lapsed to general fund 
surplus. 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $86,016.23 
was verified by the reconciliation of a statement furnished by 
American Trust Company, Lewiston, Maine. 


Accounts receivable amounted to $565.60 and included 
expenditures for charity purposes due from other munici- 
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palities, an overpayment to an employee of the highway de- 
partment, and $223.95 due from the Town Treasurer for dis- 
crepancies in his accounts. 


Taxes receivable totaled $5,635.14 and consisted of the 
uncollected balance of the 1963 commitment. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,961.- 
80 and $1,587.76 respectively. 


LIABILITIES . .. Notes payable amounted to $82,000.00 
at the year end. Short term notes amounted to $7,000.00 and 
are reflected on the balance sheet in the General Fund section 
of the balance sheet, since these notes mature in the 1964: 
fiscal periods. 


Long term notes in the amount of $75,000.00 were issued 
during the year under review to be used with other available 
funds for construction of a classroom building at Leavitt In- 
stitute. These notes mature over a period of twelve years 
and are held by the American Trust Company at an interest 
rate of 314,.%. These notes are reflected under the “Debt 
Fund” section of the balance sheet. 


RESERVES ... The Town Improvement fund was re- 
designated the School Construction fund at the annual Town 
meeting, and the Town officers undertook construction of a 
new classroom building at Leavitt Institute in conjunction 
with the Trustees of the Institute. Town funds available for 
this project included the balance of the above mentioned 
fund which amounted to $58,805.91 at the beginning of the 
year, interest earned by the deposits of $1,826.94, and the 
proceeds of notes issued for the purpose amounting to $75.,- 
000.00, making a total of $135,632.85 in Town funds available 
at the start of the project. Expenditures during the fiscal 
period amounted to $46,405.44, leaving an unexpended bal- 
ance of $89,227.41. Of this amount $54,897.87 was included 
in general fund cash and $34,329.54 remained invested in 
various savings accounts. 


SURPLUS ... Appropriation account balances carried 
forward to the ensuing year amounted to $8,648.49, and in- 
cluded principally education account balances carried for. . 
ward in compliance with statutory requirements. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $25,270.17, a 
decrease of $4,408.75 as compared with the preceding per- 
iod. This decrease was occasioned principally by the issuance

of State: Aid road notes less departmental balances lapsed to 
surplus and several minor adjustments. 


_ DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS... The departmental! 
operating accounts showed an increase of $5,919.20 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
Increased appropriations were noted in education accounts. 


Balances carried forward increased by $9,001.85 as com- 
pared with the preceding year, reflected in education balances. 


TRUST FUNDS ... Trust fund principals totaled $21,414- 
.39 at the year end while unexpended income amounted to 
$2,322.18 at the year end. These were represented by time 
deposits. Trust fund income amounted to $905.76 while $111.- 
46 was expended in accordance with the terms of the Trusts. 


' RESERVE FUNDS ... Transactions covering the Town 
Improvement Fund, redesignated the School Construction 
Fund,’ are covered elsewhere in this report. 


- The Highway Equipment Fund totaled $3,172.57 at the 
year end and was represented by a time deposit. 


RECOMMENDATIONS .. . Checks issued by the Town 
Treasurer with the intended purpose of transferring credits 
between Town accounts should be made out to the Town 
of Turner, not to his own name. Similarly, deductions from 
employee’s pay to be applied against tax assessments should 
be made out to the Town, rather than to the name of the 
Tax Collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. . 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the Town at January 31, 1964, and the result of its oper- 
ations for the year then ended.

IN THE TOWN OF TURNER 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1964 


The public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provides public health 
nursing services to individuals, families and to the community 
as a whole. | | 


These services include: 
he Nursing care of the sick. 


2. Counseling the patient or family in making and car- 
rying out his or its own plan for meeting individual or family 
health problems. | 


3. Assisting the physician in physical examinations, and 
immunizations. 


4. Helping to control social, physical and personal ha- 
zards within the environment whether it be at home, school 
or work. 


5. Promotion of understanding and full utilization of 
other members of the health team and the community through 
referral and reporting. 


A summary of services in your town is as follows: 


One hundred home visits were made to give nursing care 
and carry out the physicians orders, give emotional support 
and guidance, help analyze individual and family needs, and 
assist in working out an acceptable plan to meet these needs. 


A total of one hundred and forty-six infants and pre- 
school children attended the three Child Health Conferences. 
Immunizations and physical examinations were given by Wal- 
lace E. Viles, M.D. 


School children in selected grades are being given physi- 
cal examinations and any child found to have a physical de- 
fect will be referred to his family physician and/or to a clinic. 
Immunizations for protection against diphtheria, tetanus, 
poliomyelitis and smallpox are being administered to children 
from grade one through eight. Hearing and vision retests 
are done by the nurse as requested by the teacher or parents; 
the family is notified when the results fall below normal; 
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assistance and guidance is given to secure diagnosis and treat- 
ment. 


All beginners and seventh grade pupils are given the op- 
portunity to have the tuberculin skin test. This is now an 
on-going activity in the school health service recommended 
by the State Department .of Education. ‘The ultimate purpose 
of the tuberculin testing program is the eradication of tuber- 
culosis by discovering tuberculosis early, treating the in- 
fected individual, finding the source of infection and taking 
whatever measures are necessary to prevent further infection. 


Appreciation is expressed to all in the community who 
have helped in the progress and success of the program.
